Good news for Ada and Pontotoc 
county is coming so rapidly that 
we are herdly able to record the 
facts, much less give the various 
matters the publicity they deserve. 
O. N. Walker, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce, has just 
informed us that the county now 
has $62,000.00 to spend on roads 
in this county.

Walker and county commissioner 
Brumley, went over the road to Al­ 
len Wednesday night and were given 
a royal reception by the business 
men of that thriving little city al­ 
ways? a*-staunch friend of Ada. 
The money will be spent, it is 
understood, on the road from Ada 
to Allen and the road from Ada 
to Stratford giving the county an 
east and west hard surfaced road all 
the way across. This Is the best 
news the people of this section have 
had for some time, and will prob­ 
ably mean the beginning of an era 
of road building In thta county that 
will come up to the wishes of the 
most optomistie.

Uses for OM Papers and Magazines. 
. Everyone knows that It has become 
worth the while of housewives in av­ 
erage circumstances to save the old 
newspapers, magazines and the like, 
* dbd sell them to the Junk man. The 
price pdld tor them Is much higher 
than in prewar times. Before the war 
80 per cent of the rags used for paper* 
amklag in this country were bought in 
Europe and brought hero. At any rate 
this is what the paper men tell us. 
These rags not being available during 
the war, prices of paper began to soar 
It la not likely that they will get back 
to their prewar level for many a year. 
in the meantime it Is worth while, be­ 
sides being good policy, for some mem­ 
ber of the family to save and sell old 
papers, magazines and raga. If chil­ 
dren undertake this work It helps to 
teach them thrift and orderliness. 
Old newspapers and magazines may 
ho used in other ways It Is said if 
they are immersed in water and rolled 
while wet, into tight halls, when dried 
gut these balls make excellent fuel. It 
takes them some time to dry and this 
ii* de industry ought to prove profita­ 
ble to the enterprising small boy who 
undertakes it The balls are used as a 
substitute for wood or coal, making a 
dean, bright firs 
Daring the war 
children In tb^ schools learned to make 
trench candles of old newspapers and 
paraffin. The papers were cut Into 
four-inch strips and a number of strips 
rolled tightly together Into fat can­ 
dles These won hotted for aa hour 
In paraffin. They make a small and 
very hot dame and ought to prove use­ 
ful la several ways They promise 
UNH to help oat In kindling soy sort of 


magazine covers are handsome. Tbs 
covers are cut In strips and thorn 
strips are sloped off to points at tbs 
ends 
Then they are rolled tightly 
around a heavy needle and dipped la 
dear shellac. This forms a long bead

This la a handy way In which to 
handle garbage In cities where people 
have no chickens or pigs to feed It ta 
Housekeepers save themselves bald 
work by spreading down papers over 
dean floors on rainy days The feet 
of the lee man usually need to bs 
guarded against In this way and lf a 
runner, linoleum or small rugs tarot 
the porch or kitchen this newspaper 
protection will keep them good4ooktnfi 
much longer than they coaid otherwlas 
be. Newspapers used as Interlinings ais 
said to provide much warmth In sos-; 
erlids and they nerve this purposo 
tacked over tho walls of M
